Troops on the Scene, 


and a Pitched 


Battle Looked for Hourly. 


The mining town of Warduer, in Idaho, has been the 
scene of many stirring conflicts during the past ten 
days, caused by the rioting ofthe miners. Many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of property has 
been destroyed, some lives have been lost and many 
men have been badly injured. Most of the damage was 
done by union miners and their sympathizers from 
Canyon Creek, twenty miles away. 

The first real trouble occurred when a mob of about 
1,000 men, many armed, seized atrain at Burke, the 
head of Canyon Creek, aud went to Wardnuer bent on 
trouble. ‘There were nine box cars and a passenger 
coach, aud they were black with the mob. The visitors 
brought with them 3,000 pounds of giant powder. 

After a parley of two hours 140 masked men, armed 
with Winchesters, the Burke men in the lead and those 
from. Wardner following, started with yells fur the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mill and other buildings, a 
third ofa mile from the depot. ’ 

A remarkable thing about the assault was that it 
was led by two sturdy and handsome women, who 
urged the men on and kept them up to fever heat. 

Pickets were sent ahead and one of them fired a shot 
asasignal thut the mill was abandoned. This was 
evidently misunderstood by the main body of the mob, 
which imagined that non-union miners in the bills 
had opened fire on them, and they began to fire upon 
their own pickets. About 1,000 shots were thus ex- 
changed between the rioters and their pickets, and 
“Jack” Smith, oue of the pickets, formerly of British 
Columbia and a noted figure in drill contests, was shot 
dead. 

By this time the strikers had taken possession of the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mill, attached to the mines, 
which they found deserted, the manager having direct- 
ed his employees not to risk their lives by battling with 
the mob, 

Powder was called for, and sixty 50-pound boxes 
were carried from the depot to the mill. ‘The heaviest 
charge was placed under the brick office building. 
Other charges were placed around the mill. Then the 
boarding house, a frame structure, was burued. Fuses 
leading to the charges were lighted, and the strikers, 
carrying the dead body of the picket retired to a safe 
distance, 

The first blast shock the ground for miles, and build- 
ings in Wardner, two miles away, trembled. At inter- 
vals of about sixty seconds four other charges went off, 
the fifth being the largest. It completely demolished 
the mill. The loss to the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mining companies is estimated at from $250,000 to 
$300,000. 

In a few minutes the strikers went back to the 
Station, the whistle was blown for stragglers, the mob 
climbed aboard and @t 3 o’clock, just three hours after 
its arrival, the train started for Canyon Creek, 

Inthe fusillade from the guns of the mob “Jim” 
Chayne, a Bunker Hill and Sullivan mill man, was 
severely shot through the hips. It is reported that he 
was carried off by the strikers aud that his wound is 
probably fatal. ° J. J. Rogers, a stenographer in the 
employ of the company, was shot through the lip, but 
his wound is trivial. 

The 230 non-union miners at the Bunker Hill and 
Sullivan millhad warning of the coming of the mob 
and left t!.e mine aud took to the hills, Tey have not 
been seen since. Union men working in the Last 
Chance mine left the mine, presumably to take part in 
the riot. 

Governor Steuenberg at once sent for troops, and it 
wus understood that martial law would be declared. 

All this time the miners were holding mass meetings 
and making preparations to make a stand against the 
troops. One of the leaders is reported us saying: 

“Our position is impregnable, and any lot ofsoldiers 
that starts up the canon for us will never go back.” 

It is believed that the canon is laid with wires con. 
nected with high explosives. Auditor Sinclair, the 
governors representutive at the scene, reporis that 
_ fifty armed men left Wardner for the purpose of 
wrecking the underground workings of the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mines. 

The company of negro regularsat the Spokane ariny 
post received orders and started at once for the scene 
of the trouble, as did the troops at Fort Walla Walla. 

The first detachment to arrive at Wardner was Com- 
pany M, Twenty-fourth Infautry. 

They were metat the depot by acrowd of business 
mey and cit zens who gave them acordial greeting. 

‘The news was quickly taken to the rioters at Canyon 
Cree, who began to mass and make ready to attack 
the colored regulars, 

When it became known that four more companies of 
soldiers were on the way to Wardner, the miners be- 
came very much excited, and it was feared they would 
break out and destroy everything in sight before the 
main body of military arrived. 

A force of Bunker Hill and Sullivan employees have 
heen armed by the company and placed on guard at 
the Last Chance mill, which is believed to be the next

men, who believe they would have been killed had the 
slightest resistance been offered. They were told there 
wasa force of union men in the brash back of the mill 
ready to fire on them ata given signal. 

The hills were filled with union men, all armed and 
ready for business. 

A change in the situation came when a huge batch or 
warrants were $worn out:for the arrest of the principal 
and most aggressive ofthe’ striking miners. These 
warrants were given ‘to constables, who served them 
under the protection of the colored troops, 

After fifteen arrests’ hail been made the dynamiters 
began to get under cover, Many of them left their 
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trict began about ten days ago and is directed princi- 
pally against the Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine at 
Wardner, where non-union wen are employed. The de- 
mands of the miners for increased wages were met by 
the miver owners, but the miners demand that the 
union be recognized and that non-union men be dis- 
charged. 

This the mine owners refused to do, and the Laat 
Chance mine closed. The Bunker Hill and Sullivan, 
however, continued to run with non-umiou men until 
they were driven out. 

The Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine is one of the 
largest lead and silver mines in the country, and there 
has been trouble off aud on with the miners for the last 
ten years,

Tt is confidently asserted that the man who wrote 
“There'll be a Hot Time in the Old Town To-night"” 
had in mind, when he penned the title, that part ot 
New York city which lies between Broadway and 
Eighth avenue and Twenty-third and Forty-second 
streets, for ifever there was a section of a big city 
where a man—ora woman, either, for that matter— 
could have a “hot time,” it is the New York Tender- 
loin. 

There is everything In the Tenderloin there is in the 
world, and you can get it all if you want, and if you 
have the price and the capacity. 

It is inthe Tenderloin where Bohemians run_ riot, 
where the most beautiful women dress the finest; 
where new vices are introduced; where the principal 
theatres and music halls are; where the nymphs du 
pave hold high revel; where the roulette wheel runs, 
and where the faro banks wait for men who have sys- 
tems. 

Itis in the Tenderloin where the Turkish smoking 
parior flourishes; where the Cairo cafe does a big busi- 
ness after midnight, and where a hundred and one 
attractions from the Orient may be seen without the 
aid of aman with a lantern. 

There is that in the Tenderloin which will tickle 
the most Jaded palate and interest the most blase globe 
trotter who ever stepped off a boat. 

Take the Turkish smoking parlor, for instance, with 
its queer Oriental furnishings, odd little tabl's and 
chairs, and its sequestered corners, arranged especially 
for a quiet conversation. 

While the daylight streams they are deadly dull, 
and the big Persian who runs the place dozes the hours 
away, taking no interest In life or what is going on 
around him. A fire next door would hardly move 
him out of his chair. 

But wait until night comes,and with it the night 
crowd -men about town, swell gamblers, sight-seers, 
actors and women—always women; then the scene 
changes, 

He becomes wide awake and alert; obsequious and 
urbane; smiling and suave, as he sees the money com- 
ing in 

To his keen eye, woman, radiant with diamonds, 
sheathed in silk of the latest style, is queen of the uni- 
verse. He knows these Tenderloin women. He knows 
they are extravagant and whimsical. He knows they 
must spend money—when they have it, and he knows 
they are always with the kind of men who have money. 

So you see, he smiles. 

He sells tiem Imported cigarettes with gold tips and 
charges them ten times what they are worth, and he 
serves them with a black liquid he calls cafe noir, and 
which he swears by all the gods he ever knew came 
direct from the private plantation of the Sultan of 
Turkey. 

He sells them gilt trinkets of Oriental design, and he 
conducts them to cosy nooks where they may talk 
away to thei: bearts content. 

In the language of the Tenderloin he Is a “wise guy” 
and he gets the money. 

He is willing to “go the limit” with his place, pro- 
viding he doesn’t fear the police, and providing there is 
enough money tn it. 

The latter consideration, by the way, is the strongest. 

He is out for the money, and incidentally it might be 
mentioned that that is a strong Tenderloin trait. So 
the Persian isn’t really to be blamed because he has 
caught the fever, which is In the veins ofeveryone. 

The smart-looking young woman who strolls down 
the street, glancing listlessly right and left with lan- 
quid, heavy eyes, but really noting everything, even to 
the probable weizht and value of a watch chain ona

savage in the wilderness who shoulders 
a Remington and glides out to look tor 
a deer. 

They are both on the chase, even 
though the objects are not the same, 

The results are, and it’s deer in the 
woods and it’s coin in the Tenderloin, 
with the chances in favor ot the woman, 
for she is more skillful of the two, 

So what could be a more fitting mon- 
ument commemorative of the Tender- 
loin than a woman standing upon a heap of money? 

There is a recent song, ‘‘Flow’d You Like to be the 
Iceman,” which describes in several verses the pleas- 
ant life ofthe man who furnishes us with the where- 
withal to help resist the summer weather, and it tells 
what an important Individual he Is. 

But the iceman cuts no ice in the Tenderloin. 

The cabman has the call there,and if you want to 
get next to any kind of a proposition call a cabman, 

Tf you don’t want to call him take it easy for a block 
or so and he’ll call you. 

If I wasn’t a married man, living quietly over in the 
Jersey wilderness, and I wanted to have a good time, 
I'd go over to the Tenderloin and hire the most honest 
looking cab driver I could find for a week, tell him 


what I wanted and let him cut loose, and I'd get all 
that was coming to me. 

This is a tip that doesn’t cost anything, and its right, 
too. 

The man on the cab knows it all,and he isa good 
capper forany game. He knows a stranger a block 


away, and he can tell a good spender by the smell of 


his money. It takes years of practice to acquire a 
scent like that, and cabby is a past master. 

Notice how insinuatingly he works, 

When he picks out a man who looks lonely, he 
drives his cab siowly wp to the curb and accosts him 
with the stereotyped query: 

“Cab, sir; want a cab ?”’ 

Then he sizes his man up. 

“Take you to any place yon want to go, sir.”

If his man wants a game of faro, the result is Just the 
same, but if the man is very drunk, then look out, for 
there’s liable to be a trick turned in the shape ot a 
waich, or a pocketbook or a diamond stud. 

Drunken men are very careless, you know, and they 
are liable to take off their watches and jewelry and 
leave them on the seat forthe cabby, at least that is 
what he says, am! he ought to know. 

Like the Bowery, the Tenderloin doesn’t really wake 
up until about midnight, but it wakes itself up much 
more gracefully, like a woman who has slept on a per- 
fumed couch. 

Its women are beauties, and its diamonds are old 
mine stones, 

Itison Broadway you will see the women of the 
stage—from the stars of comic opera to the $15 a week 
chorus girl, whose gown cost $150. Somehow or other 
it seems in this Tenderloin as if the women who re- 
ceived the smallest salaries bought the most expensive 
dresses and wore the biggest diamonds, 

Aud the “other women,” who neither toil nor spin, 
but are arrayed like the lillies of the field, who come 
apparently from nowhere, but are always in evidence. 

The French, who do all things nicely, call them the 
women of the half worli—demi-mondaines. It is a 
discreet name, but it is full of significance, and means 
agreatdeal. It would hardly be proper to call them 
the women of the Tenderloin. 

They are the Tenderloin, and if they were to sud- 
denly emigrate in a body to Harlem, like the Casket 
girl, who came from France to New Orleans, they 
would take the Tenderloin with them, and the fat 
Persians, who keep smoking parlors, and the gamblers 
who run faro shops, and the men who run the big res- 
taurants, would all go with them, 

Aud so would the faithful cab drivers. 

The Tenderloin has its concert halls and its dance 
halls where waiters are not quite so aggressive nor so 
blatant as their brothers in trade on the Bowery. 
Dance halls where bands play popular waltzes for 
couples who want to dance, and where the bar is the 
main thing in the place, They are not like the dance 
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Dancing Between Drinks at a Popular Concert Hall. 


halls of the old Tenderloin, where dancers were hired 
to do the can-can for the delectation of wine-buying 
guests. They are modified somewhat, although occa- 
sionally they break out and some of the old risque 
dances are revived, 

But for the most part they are simply meeting places 
of greatconvenience to the members of both sexes, 
where the only limit to drinking is price and capacity. 

It wasin one of these places years ago that every 
evening there appeared upon the floor among the 
dancers a young man and a young woman whose danc- 
ing was so graceful as well as lutricate that upon their 
entrance the other dancers at once took seats and 
watched them. These two,in the conrse of a short 
time became wonderfully popular. and 1t was said that 
the proprietor of the place finally offered them a salary 
to dance several times a night for the crowd, 

Within a year after their first appearance they made 
their debut on the variety stave with 
dance they had performed in

Richard K. Fox's Enlightened Devotion to the Noble Cause of Sport in America---

Mr. Fox 
demurred when the proposition to “write him up” was 
made a week ago, and with that sense of modesty and 
aversion to notoriety which is a conspicuous trait in his 
character, asked that no mention be made of bim, be- 
youd a mere refererce to bis proprietorship of the 
POLICE GAZETTX; but the requirements of our renders 
are puramount'to every thing else, ahd it was only when 
requests enongh to filla letter box Were received from 
correspondents from all over the country that his 
scruples were overcome and he said “go ahead.” 

Mr. Fox's interest in sport has not been entirely due 
to philanthropic motives. If fhe has expeirded a quar. 
ter of a million dollars in one way and another to aid 
in the €éncouragement and promotion of all branches of 
sport, he did so with the main objett in view of mak- 
ing the Potice GaZETTE the leadi'ig sporting journal 
in existence. This end he has achieved by years of 
incessant endeavor, supported by courage, ambition 
and never-flagging energy, and if the PoLick GaZETTE 
to-day holds a pre-eminent place in weekly journalism 
its success can be attributed to one cause—the uncon- 
querable purpose of its proprietor to make it what it is 
—a complete success. Its power is recognized wher- 
ever the Englisl: tongue is spoken, and it exercises an 
influence unequalled by any other sporting paper in 
the world. 

As the representative of this famous organ of sport 
Mr. Fox occupies a distinguished place in journalism, 
What the proprietors of many great dailies have done 
by the expenditure of large sums of money to advance

resenting the pre-eminent standing of their holders. 

So genervus have been Mr. Fox’s efforts in this direc- 
tion, that “Police Gazette” trophies are recognized in 
every part of the world as being emblematic of cham- 
pionship distinction. 

John L. Sullivan, the greatest fistic gladiator the 
world has ever known, not long ago paid Richard K. 
Fox the deserved comp!iment to say that it was due to 
the latter that he was able to ald to his own successes, 
and by whipping opponents furnished through the in- 
fluence of the PoLICE GAZETTE, retuin the champion- 
ship in America. 

By so doing he popularized the game and elevated it 
to a plane contemporaneous with high-class racing, 
baseball, yachting and athletic sports. 

Some idea of what it hascost Mr. Fox to be identified 
with pugilisn: may be had from the fact that he ex- 
pended over $30,000 when he backed Paddy Ryan 
and Jake Kilrain against Sullivan for the pugilistic 
championship of America. That wasin the days be- 
fore public boxing exhibitions wete legalized, before 
big purses were the vogue, und when a fighter’s im- 
portunce was measured by the amount of backing he 
could command. Ryan and Sullivan fought for a side 
stake of $10,000; the former’s backing was furnished 
by the proprietor of the PoLticE GAZETTE, who also 
paid his incidental, trainiug and other expenses, and 
gave him $1,000 to bet on himself when he entered 
the ring. Ryan was beaten, but Mr. Fox had the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that his initiative effort toward 
elevating the pugilistic game, though a costly experi- 
ment, had been a successful one. The fight had been 
conducted in a manner befitting an event of such great 
importance; it had been an incomparable success; the 
leading newspapers, not only in this country, but all 
over the world, had given it detailed and lengthy con- 
sideration, and one and all gave unstinted praise to the 
famous editor who had the courage of his convictions to 
expend money so lavishly in the interests of sport. 
The PoLicE GAZETTE took a stride forward, It began 
to be recognized throughout the world as the leading 
factor in pugilistic sport, a position it has maintained 
ever since, and will maintain until—well, until the life 
work of its proprietor is ended. 

Undaunted by Ryan’s defeat, Mr. Fox determined to 
make another effort to place the noble sport of pugilism 
tpon a solid and substantial basis. He discovered an- 
other legitimate aspirant for heavyweight champion- 
ship honors, and by dint of energy and perseverance, 
to say nothing of cost, proceeded to torce him into the 
Premier division. He furnished the backing for Kil- 
rain in several minor fights, which the latter won, and 
then assumed the r. sponsibility of sending Kilrain, 
nccompanied by Charley Mitchell, to England to fight 
Jem Smith for the championship of the world. The 
side bet in this fight amounted to $10,000, in addition 





to which almost $5,000 more was expended in detray- 
ing transportation costs, training and other expenses. 
The fight between Kilrain and Smith resulted in a 
draw, and Kilrain was presented with 62,500, again 
brought back to America and backed for $10,000 
agaiust John L. Sullivan tor the championship. 

Incidentally Mr. Fox had ordered to be made a gold 
and diamond belt, the first of the now famous ‘‘Police 
Gazette’ trophies, emblematic of the championship of 
the world. The original cost of this emblem was $5,000, 
but its value has been immeasurably enhanced by its 
association with the greatest pugilistic championship 
batties of recent times,all the famous heavyweight 
fighters of the past decade having at one time or other 
contested for its possession. 

When Mr. Fox backed Kilrain it was his intention if 
he had won to present him with the entire amount of 
the stakes, $20,000. This was agreat incentive for 
the latter to win and he certainly tri:d to do so, the 
records showing that he engage: in seventy-five rounds 
of the hardest kind of fighting with the greatest heavy- 
weight pugilist known to history. 

The power of the PoLick GAZETTE was felt in the 
world of pusilism when its proprietor placed three 
gold, silver and dinmond belts in competition in the 
middleweight, lightweight and featherweight classes. 
Jack Dempsey “the Nonpareil” was the winner of the 
middleweight emblem, Jack McAuliffe captured the 
one tor lightweight honors, and the featherweight 
trophy went to that greatest of great little fellows 
George Dixon. 

Tt was not alone in pugilism that Mr. Fox was deter- 
mined to make the influence of the PoLick GazeTTE 
felt. Pedestrianism was attracting a lot of attention in 
the eighties and Mr. Fox supplemented his list or 
famous trophies with one emblematic of the go-as-you- 
please championship of America. This belt was won 
successively hy George Hazael, Paddy Fitzgerald, John 
Hughes, James Albert and George Littlewood, and is 
now in the possession of the latter, where it is on exhi- 
bition at his public house in Birmingham, England, 
Join Hughes was the ‘Police Gazette’ representative 
in all of the big six-day races held at Madison Square 
Garden, Mr. Fox defraying all his expenses, and when 
he won the latter was so elated that he presented “the 
Lepper” with the full amount of the purse. 

“Lon” Myers, the famous short distance amateur foot 
racer, who recently died, was particularly admired by 
the proprietor of the Ponice GazettE, why, in honor 
of Myers’ great success in England where he defeated 
all the amateur cracks, presented him with a gold and 
diamond medal valued at $500. ~— 

Another trophy which has been seen and admired 
not alone in America but also in Great Britain, all the 
countries of continental Europe, Africa and Asia is the 
magnificent gold and diamond trophy presented by 
the PoLice GazettE to Annie Oakley, the famous 
lady champion glass ball shooter of the world. Miss 
Oakley, who is now exhibiting her skill with Buffalo 
Bill’s famous Wild West Show, wears the medal every 
time she appears in public, and it is needless to say 
takes great pride in its possession. 

It is a source of satisfaction to know that among the 
famous rowing trophies that are contested for in var- 
jous parts of the world, none have attracted more 
universal attention than the famous “Police Ga- 
zette”’ Pionship cup, which has gone into the pos- 
session of Jake Gaudaur, who was the successful win- 
ner of three international races. This trophy was pre- 
sented to Gaudaur at his home at Orillia, Can., with 
great ceremony. The presentation was made the fent 
ure ofa banquet in Gaudaur’s honor, which was at- 
tended by the mayor and other officials of the city. 
The handsome trophy was presented to Gaudaur on 
behalf ot Mr. Fox, who could not attend. This trophy 
was valued at $1,000, and was at various times in the 
porsession of John Teemer, William O’Connor and 
Edward Hanlan. The fine silver trophy, which is now 
in competition for the sculling championship of the 
world, was on exhibition at the Chicago Worlki’s Fair 
and also atthe National Sportsmen’s Exhinition at 
Madison Square Garden, New York city, where it at- 
tracted great attention among the most valued collec- 
tion of souvenizs and trophies ever seen in the world. 

When long-distance skating was in vogue, Mr. Fox 
was induced to give a handsome trophy costing over 
$500, to be competed for by the champions of the 
West and East. John Ennis, the famous six-day 
pedestrian, was at that time looked upon as the most 
accomplished exponent of the sport in this locality, 
and William Goetz enjoyed the same distinction in the 
West. Mr. Fox indvced Mr. Goetz to come to New 
York city and contest against Ennis for the trophy and 
$1,000. The PoLice GaZzETTE detrayed Goetz’s ex- 
penses and also all the expenses incurred in connection 
with the race. The event created no little excitement 
at the time, and was the first of many similar import-

The PoLice GaZzeTTE wok a great interest in bridge 
jumping when that form of so called sport was popular 
many yearsago. Among the employees of the PoLice 
GAZETTE press room at that time was one “Larry” 
Donovan, who bad acquired considerable reputation as 
a professional swimmer and high diver. Moved bya 
desire to emulate the example of many unfortunate men 
who had tried to Jump off the Brooklyn Bridge, be an- 
nounced his intention of making the attempt, and after 
much persuasion succeeded in getting Mr. Fox to 
promise him a monetary reward for « successful en- 
deavor. It isa well-known fact that Donovan accon- 
plished the feat and became the greatest performer In 
that line in the world. Mr. Fox kept his word with 
Donovan, and in addition to a financial reward pre- 
sented him with a valuable diamond trophy in com- 
memoration of the great event. Subsequentiy Donovan 
went to Europe and acquired some distinction by jump- 
ing off several bridges in Great Britain. One night he 
was in asaloon in Covent Garden, London, and In a 
drunken mood agreed that he would jump off Black 
Friur’s bridge there and then without any pre paration. 
Some of his friends tried to persuade him that he was 
not In the condition to attempt the feat,but he waved 
them aside and entering a hack drove to his doom, In 
the middie of the bridge he drew off his ceat and vest, 
the latter with his famous trophy pinned to it, and 
without any hesitancy whatever made the fatal leap 
which resulted in his death. 

The bowling fraternity has reason to be very grate- 
ful to the proprietor of the Potice GazeTrTe for the 
championship .emblem, which is unquestionably the 
most valuable and beautiful trophy of its kind In exist- 
ence, This trophy, which is in the form of a solid 
gold, diamond, ruby and sappbire medal, is annually 
competed for by the leading bowlers in the Eust. It is 
a challenge trophy. which must be won three times be- 
fore it is the personal property of any competitor, but 
Mr. Fox has generously given x seuvenir gold medal, 
similar in design, but smaller than the original trophy, 
to each successiul competitor. This medal is now In 
the possession of the United Bowling Clubs Associa- 
tior, and Is always exiubited at the annual tourna- 
ments, where it attracts no end of attention. 

Bag-punching is another sport which the PoLice 
GAZETTE has successfully encouraged. The first bag- 
punching competition ever held in this country was 
under the PoLtck GazEeTTr’s auspices at the Academy 
of Music, New York city. This was participated in by 
such famous pugilistsas Tommy Ryan, George Dixon 
and others, and the medal was awarded to Ryan. The 
medal, which his now in his possession, is valued at 
$250. Miss Brille Gordon, another famous bag-punch- 
er, who is now touring Europe, giving exhibitions, Is 
the proud possessor of another wedal presented her by 
the Pouick GazeTTe. She is unquestionably the 
champion in this particular line of work and has ac- 
quired great praise for her ability. 

Another trophy that bas attracted no end of atten- 
tion in various parts of the country is emblematic ot 
the championship among strong men, The PoLice 
GAZETTE by putting this trophy in competition hoped to 
bring abouta match between Louis Cyr and Sandow, 
‘The latter declined, however, to meet Mr, Fox's repre- 
sentative in a public competition. The latter awarded 
Cyr the trophy with the understanding that he must 
compete for it whenever the necessity requires, Cyr 
subsequently went to Europe and defeated all comers, 
makingsome famous records which bave never been 
equalled or even approached, 

There is 11 existence in various parts of the country 
to-day many trophies given by the Potice GazeTTE 
for baseball supremacy. ‘These comprise leaque cham- 
plonship emblems und medais for excellence in difler- 
ent branches of the sport, such as pitching, catching, 
flelding, etc.,etc. ‘The minor leagues have profited to 
agreatextent by being encouraged with the bope of 
winning a prize for excellence, 

A page or more might be written upon this subject 
to enlighten our readers upon what the Ponice 
GAZETTE has done to encourage and promote manly 
spert. Allof which testify with more eloquence than 
words to Mr. Fox’s liberality und enlightened devotion 
to the noble cause of sport in America. A number ot 
prizes which be has giv. for excellence in various 
sports, some of which may he referred to incidentally, 
is the medal presented to Minerva, the famous strong 
woman; “Fred” Miller, the famous globe-trotting 
pedestrian, who has probably walked more miles than 
any other living man, is the proud possessor of a gold 
medal ot impressive size. There isa yachting trophy 
valued at $600 in existence, competed for annually by 
the Mosquito yachtsmen in Eastern waters, while 
Ernest Roeber, the famous Graeco-Roman wrestler, is 
the proud possessur of a medal which proves bis claim 
to distinction. Matsada Sorakichi, the tamous Japa- 

enese wrestierand strong ’man,had a famous trophy in 
the shape of a huge Indian club, decorated with gold 
and silver bands, weighing 200 pounds, which he re- 
ceived as a token of his prowess. 

When “Billy” Farrell and bis wife, the famous cake- 
walkers, who are now in England exhibiting their 
talents, won the first cake-walking tournament ever 
held in the world at Madison Square Garden, they be- 
came the proud possessors of the “Police Gazette” 
championship medal. Subsequently Luke Blackburn 
and his wile, two accomplished exponents of graceful 
walking, competed at Madison Square Garden for the 
title of champion. They, too, were presented with a 
valuable gold trophy in honor of the event. 

In professional music circles Mr. ‘Al’ Reeves is 
recognized as the champion banjomt. Not long ago Mr. 
Fox, recognizing his talents, did bim the honor to 
present him with a fine goid badge in recognition of his 
ability. Mr. Reeves and his big show are well known 
throughout the entire country, and in whichevercity he 
happeus to be while on bis travels he invariably issues 
a challenge to play for the trophy which be holds. 

The letter carriers, firemen and policemen ot Greater 
New York have been presented on frequent occasions 
with medals and prizes of one kind and another for 
competition at theirannual games. Not many years 

<0 a contest for premier jJockeyship among the riders 
employed on the various race tracks attracted no end 
of attention throughout the country, and, of course, a 
“Police Gazette’ trophy was the incentive which eu- 
couraged their efforts. This was in the shape of a gold 
ond silver mounted riding whip valued at $2.000, and 
was won by the famous “Jimmy” McLaughlin. 

Deeds of bravery avd cournge have frequently in- 


spired the proprietor of the PoLICcR GAZETTE to give 
substantial recognition to those worthy of it. When 
Robert McCallum, the young Scotch navigator, made 
an attempt to sall across the Atlantic in an 18-foot 
sloop the PoLice GazeTTe defrayed the expenses of 
building the boat and equipping it with provisions for 
the journey. When Harburger and Sanwelson, the 
Norwegian sailors who subsequently performed the 
feat of rowing across the Atlantic, returned to America 
they were the recipients of Mr. Fox's favor in 
the shape of two costly gold medals, which were pre- 
sented to them upon the stage of Huber’s Museum, in 
New York city. Innumerable cases of a similar char- 
acter might be recalled and expatiated upon at length 
to lilustrate what the Potice Gazetre has done to 
acquire the greatinfluence it wields in the world of 
sport, but enough, I think, has been written to demon- 
strate ove fact, that the sporting fraternity owes to no 
one individual more than it does to Richard K. Fox for 
what be has done in the interest of gentlemanly and 
lnanly sport, 

Few barbers will ever forget the exciting contest 
among the fraternity for the possession of the Richard 
K. Fox $100 medal for the most popular barber in the 
United States, and which was finally awarded in 
October, 1896, to Joseph Vola, of 256 West Tenth 
street, New York city. 

The medal is a magnificent trophy and a beautiful 
specimen of the gold-worker'’s art. In view of the tact 
that the barbers of the United States had always taken 
@ great interest in the greatest sporting paper in the 
world, Mr. Richard K. Fox, with that generosity for 
which he Is noted, decided 10 offer a medal, to be voted 
for on coupons published in the Potice GazerrE, the 
most popular barber—that is, the one who received 
the greatest number of votes—to be declared the win- 
ner. 

The voting began in June of that year and from the 
first was very heavy, showing the great interest the 
barbers took in anything which was connected with 
the PoLice GaZzerrTE. 

Letters coutalii: g votes for favorites came from all 
over the country, north, south, exst and west, and 
what was more remarkable in that it showed the 
widespread influence of the Poticw GazettE, votes 
came from Sweden, Belgium, England and even 
Russia, 

An additional force of clerks was found necessary to 
register, keep tally and file away the coupons. 

On Oct.1 the last votes were in, and the count 
showed that Joseph Vola won with 4,732 votes, the 
second man being N. Grucario, of 126 East Houston 
street, New York city, who had 4,688 coupons to bis 
credit. 

A trophy which has attracted a lot of attention among 
dog fanciers is the famous solid silver dog collar which 
was given tothe winner ofa whippet bandicap held at 
Kearney, N.J., severul yeurs ago. This collar was 
competed for annually and occasioned no end of rivairy 
among the ‘‘tyke’’ recers. 

In 1896 Harry Lj ons,a tamous runner, belonging 
to the New York Athletic Club, wus fortun:te enough 
to win a ‘Police Gazette” goid medal, valued at $250, 
for a special race open to members of the postal service 
in Greater New York. 

Gustav Koegel, when he completed his famous 
walk around the worid In two years, starting and finish- 
ing attbe PoLice GAZETTE office, was presented with 
a valuable souvenir in the shape of a huge gold trophy, 
bearing upon it au iuscription of bis famous record. 
‘Police Gazetie” medals have been given for clog, jig, 
one-legged dancing and all sorts of stage acrot at'cs. 

“Gus” Hill, the now celebrated theatrical manager, 
recalls his early triumphs as a champion club swinger 
when he looks at the massi: e gold medal presented to 
him by the PoLice GAZETTE wheu he was acontestant 
for championship bhovors. Sophie Thorn, a profes- 
sional sit shoe dancer, wears a valuable gold medal as 
a souvenir of her success in a dancing contest open to 
all comers. 

The forthcoming six-day go-ns-you-please pedestrian 
contest at Madison Square Gurden will be rendered 
memorable by the fact that a new “Police Gazette” 
trophy, a fine gold, silver and diamond belt emblematic 
of the championship, will be involved in the outcome. 
Mr. Fox has already given the orcer to the Jeweler to 
get the trophy finished regardiess of expense, which 
means that it will be up to the PoLice GazEeTTE 
standard of excellence. 

The personal history of the man who has made the 
PoLice GAZETTE a great journal, valuable in its infla- 
ence and # notable success among the most successful 
newspaper properties of modern times, may be 
summed up briefly as follows: 

Richard K. Fox is au Irishman by birth, having been 
born In Belfast in the yenr 1846, of that commingled 
Scotch-Irish parentage which has contributed so much 
to American enterprise and energy.

It towers in companionship 
alongside the Brooklyn Bridge, and it occuples more 
space and machinery than any publishing house in 
America. 

This ts the triumph which Richard K. Fox has 
achieved through his own genius, good judgment and 
indomitable energy of will. Asan Illustration of what 
may be accomplished, none of the great so-called self- 
made men of to-day can refer to their careers with more 
pride than the humble individual.who landed in a 
foreign country with a few shillings in his pocket and 
became the proprietor of one of the greatest newspa- 
per properties In the world,

Neither Man Badly Punished and the 
Decision Was Very Fair.

“Terry’’ McGovern won his fight with ‘Joe’ Rernstein “on 
points” so the referee said, but why this specific explanation was 
made was not exactly understood by the spectators, unless the 
official wished to convey the self-evident fact that Bernstein was 
not knocked out. The fight took place at the Broadway Athletic 
Clab and was witues<ed by ome of the largest gatherings of specta- 
tors that ever was within the edifice. 

McGovern earned the decision by his aggressive tactics, showing 
wouderful strength throughoat the contest. HKernstein outweighed 
him by several pounds. In spite of the fact that he was meeting 
the strongest man he had competed against, McGovern was quickly 
made a favorite by the betting fraternity, the odds dropping from 
100 to 70 down to2to1l. Even this price found plenty of confident 
admirers still ready to back the East sider. The Brooklyn boy had 
his opponent's body very red from hard blows in the early part of 
the bout, Bernstein's condition was superb, and he was able to 
take the hard knocks that he received. At close quarters Bernstein 
used his left for the face, which did not bother the Brooklyn boy, as 
he kept pegging away at the body in return. Berustein was the 
first to lead, tripping in his efforis to reach his opponent in the 
opening round, Both then came to close quarters, and a vicious 
exchange of blows took place, McGovern having slightly the better 
of the mix-up. Just before the close of the roand McGovern sent 
the right to the body several times without a return. He continued 
to be the aggressor in the second round, sending the right to the 
body with crushing force. Bernstein was slightly winded when he 
went to hischair. The fighting in the third and fourth was well 
contested. 

McGovern’s principal point of attack was the body, which he 
reached frequently. Bernstein reached the Brooklyuite in the 
third with a heavy right on the back of the ear, which sent him 
back a few feet. In the fourth Bernstein reached the jaw several 
times with light lefts, which did not seem to bother the Brooklynite 
atall. MoGovern was showing phenomenal strength, pever stop- 
ping his aggressiveness. Bernstein landed a hard right ou the 
head in the seventh, McGovern then boring in with rights on the 
body and forcing the East -ider to the ropes. 

After a rapid exchange of blows in the ninth at clore quarters, 
the Brooklyn boy sent in a heavy lefi-hand swing on his opponent's 
jaw, which threw the East -ider half way to the flour, Berm*tein in 
return reaching McGovern with a right on the back of the neck just 
before the bell rang. In the twelfth it was give and take between 
thetwo. Bernstein made but few efforts to lead, relying on his 
work at close quarters toeven up the disadvantage of his oppon- 
eut's aggressiveness. McGovern tried for the jaw several times, 
but Bernstein suceseded in blocking. McGovern still made the 
body his principal poiut of attack in the fourteenth, sending the 
right and left to the body and receiving light blows in return. In 
this round the Brooklynite narrowly missed a vicious uppercut. 
McGovern showed his superiority in the sixteenth by sending Bern- 
stein’s bead back several times with stiff lefts and rights on the 
face. 

With & severe left on the right eye in the nineteenth, McGovern 
caused a serious swelling that incouvenienced his opponent. The 
Kast sider was sent through the ropes with a stiff left on the mouth, 
and he was bleeding at the mouth when he went to his chair in the 
twentieth round. The fast work was beginuing to tell on both men. 
Frequent clinching occurred in the two following rounds, the honors 
being even. Hernstein staggered the Brooklynite in the twenty- 
third with a stiff lett on the jaw, but McGovern, recovering quickly, 
fi. ished the round none the worse for it. The remaintug two 
rounds were lively. In the last McGovern vent in a right-hand 
swing that staggered his-eprovent. He followed up his advantage 
during the round and had Bernstein weak when the bout terminated. 
McGovern received the decision on poiats for his aggressive 
tactics. 

The opening event of the evening was a ten-round hout between 
“Jim"’ Austin, a vegro, of Canada, and Harry Fisher, catchweights. 
In their opening round Fisher was sent down with a heavy leftswirg 
on the jaw, the New Yorker taking the limit of time to rire. During 
the remainder of the round Fi-her avoided most of the negro's 
swiugs by clever blocking. In the f llowing two rounds Fisher 
carefully avoided his opponent's wild swings, sending home a 
straight left with heavy force that sent the negro’s head back, and 
then, on the breakaway, swiuging with the left and landing fre- 
queutly. Fisher continued the same tactics through the iud 
of the bout and received the verdict at the end of the contest. 








BYERS WINS FROM CATTANACH. 


At Pawtucket, R. I.,om May 8, boxing exhibition under the 
direction of the Lonsdale A. ©. at the John Street Skating Rink, 
attracted 2,500 people. The three bouts were all interesting, but 
the star event of the evening was a fifteen-round go between George 
Byers, of Boston, and John Cattanach, of Providence, the former 
winning in the third round afier inflicting severe punishment on 
his antagonist, who weighed in a: 188 pounds, while the Boston man 
tipped the scales at 160 pounds. 


HEART FAILURE, NOT A BLOW. 


An autopsy developed the fact that Frauk Martin, who was sup~ 
posed to have been killed in a prize fightat Albany, N. Y., on May 
1, died from heart failure, produced by natural causes. It appears 
that the pugilist had eaten a hearty dinuer shortly before he entered 
the ring, and the resultant indig and i not produced a 
spasm of the heart. Previous to the holding of the autopsy Frank 
McHenry, the other principal, was sent to jail on the charge of 
manslaughter in the first degree. Referee Mullen and the four sec- 
onds of the two fighters were arraigned on the charge of misdemean- 
or in violating the law. Mullen and Mohan an McGiwnis, two of 
the seconds, were released on $500 bail. Shilforth and Griswold, 
the other two seconds, were sent to jail. All except McHenrg were 
held for the Special Sessions. When McHenry and the referee 
and seconds come up for examination it is expected that they will 
be discharged as a result of the autopsy.

Oh! I guess I didn’t know what I was talk- 
ing about a tew weeks ago when I said that Fitzsim- 
mona and Jeffries would not figtt at Coney Island. My 
prediction was verified on ‘Tuesday of last week when 
the Board of Police Commissioners, which is vested 
with the power to grant licenses for theatres aud otber 
amusements within the confines of Greater New York, 
took exception to the Coney Island’s application and 
peremptorily refused to issue a permit. Tne Lenox, 
Broadway, Greenwood and Pelican Clubs were recog- 
nized as legitimate athletic organizations, but when the 
Coney Island’s application was reached an animated 
discussion was held regarding the advisability of tavor- 
ing it. Ji was evident that political influence of the 
strongest avai!ab.e kind had been enlisted on the club’s 
behalf, but it was of no use, and the whole affair was 
turned down. The meat in the cocoanut is explained 
by one of the commissioners, who said after theameet- 
ing: “I voted against the Coney Island Club because 
the concern 1s not what, in my view, would constitute 
an athletic club. It seems to me that this Coney Island 
club is an institution gotten up for one affair—a big 
fight. The law does not contemplate licensing such a 
place. The other clubs are permanent organizations 
and maintain their regular athletic clubs. For this 
reason I objected to giving the Coney Island club a 
license.” 

This disposes ot the matter for the time being, at 
least; and right here let me give you another pointer. 
“Fitz” and Jeffries will not fight in New York city, 
neither at the Lenox or Broadway. The people who 
are interested in the management of these two clubs 
declare that they do not want Fitzsimmons at any 
price, although a match between Jeffries and any other 
good man would be favorably received. This informa- 
tion was given to me by “Col.” Mike Padden, an influ- 
ential factor in the affairs of both elwbs, who, when 
pressed for an explanation, told me that, in view of the 
fact that the police authorities bad publicly stated that 
it would attract a lot of unfavorable notoriety to have 
Fitzsimmons box in this vicinity, it would be impolitic 
for the clubs to even consikier a proposition to have 
him fight. When the fact is taken into consideration 
that a bout between Fitzsimmons and Jeffries 
would draw $50,000, another to follow subsequently 
between “Fitz” aud Corbett would draw $40,000, one 
between the winner and Mec\'oy probably $50,000 
more, and last, but not least, a fight with “Fitz” and 
Sharkev asthe contestants would attract $75,000 to 
the gate, some idea muy be had about what the sacrifice 
means to the Lenox and Broadway Club people. 

Ot course, while Fitzsimmons is made the scapegoat, 
and the excuse for the Coney Island Club’s present 
dilemma, there isa lot of inside detail which has a 
distinct bearing upon the present situation. It is an 
admitted fact that the people who are interested in the 
Lenox and Broadway clubs are the only ones who 
were instrumental in legalizing boxing in New York 
State. It was through their influence in the Legisla- 
ture that the Horton law came into existence. Time, 
money and unlimited political power have been used 
to bring the sport up to its present standard of excel- 
lence, a ton of money was sunk before the confidence 
of the public was gained, every recurrent effort to 
repeal the law has been met with opposition which 
necessitated the expenditure of vast suis of money. 
Nobody evinced a willingness to aid the New York 
promoters in fighting the opposition, an1 it isan ad- 
mitted fact that during the recent session of the Legis- 
lature at Albany, when a determined effort was made 
to stop boxing, the Coney Island promoters never even 
took the trouble to ask the assemblymen of their own 
district to vote against the measure. The battle was 
fought and won by the New Yorkers, unaided, and it 
is ridiculous to suppose that they are going to allow 
any outsiders to get any share of the profits of their 
industry. They control the rituation and will fight 
tooth and nail against any invasion of what they re- 
gardas their moral rights. Thatis the situation in a 
nut-shell,

l can’t say that I entirely admire “Tom” 
Sharkey’s methods ot exploiting himself at the expense 
ofhis rivals. His remarks about Jeftries seem to be 
particularly ungallant, and while they perhaps reflect 
Severely upon the latter they do not havea tendency 
to elevate Sharkey much in the estimation of the pub- 
lic. For instance, the oer day when he had occasion 
to refer to the Los Angeles mun he sald: 

“ ‘Pitz’ ought to win over Jeffries in jig time, Hie’ll 
be an easy mark for ‘Bob.’ No matter which one 
wins, I'll take on the winner, but I can’t figure Jeffries 
inthe game atall. The public has been le: to believe 
that ‘Fitz’ and Jeffries will box for the world’s cham- 
pionship. That’s dead wrong. They are not fighting 
for any championship at all. I am the champion, and 
‘Fitz’ will have to fight me for the title before he can 
claim the honor. I don’t think any one can say that I 
am not entitled tothe honor. I have won over *itz,’ 
Corbett, McCoy, Maher, Choynski, Ruhlin and, in fact, 
all the men who aspire for the place I now hold, 
Jeffries is around making a front on the head of win- 
ning a decision over me. Now, bad he won fair'y I

when the facts are known he got the best of the fight 
by the referee being ‘fixed.’ I have proof that ‘Alex’ 
Greggaius got $5,000 to throw me down, and that’s 
why I say the fight was fixed so that I had no chance 
to win.” 

“shark” has told that story about Greggains so often 
that he has begun to believe it himself. An under 
current of thought In connection with his remarks 
about Jeffries suggests that something is being 
framed up between them to take place ere long. Keep 
your eyes skinned for a sharp pugilistic move.

While “Big Jim” Jeffries is pounding the 
sand along the Jersey coast iu anticipation of having 





hard-hitting little Brook lynite, conceded the advantage 
of a bantan: weight fighting a full-fledged featherweight. 
He won “on points,” but only after tireless fighting, 
and Bernstein was there at the end, battling with energy 
and willing to go on. 

As tor the Maher-Rablin affair the sporting men who 
were fortunate enough to be present may enjoy the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that they witnessed the most de- 
termined struggle between heavyweights that ever 
took place in the ring. ‘The fighis between Sullivad 
and Corbett, Corbett and Fitzsimmons, Sharkey and 
Corbett and Sharkey and McCoy were no comparison 
toit. There was more rea! fighting done the other 
night than in all the other battles mentioned put to- 
gether. For twenty rounds Maher and Rehiin fought 
with all the agility and acgressiveness of feather. 
weights, and the manner in which each took his pun- 
ishment bore eloquent testimony to the quality of 
gameness which he possessed. 

No wonder the game is flourishing in the East !

No amount of condemnation would be saf- 
ficiently severe tor the pin-headed manager of an 
athletic club in Albany, N. Y., who was primarily at 
fault for the unfortunate ending of a boxing contest 
which took place the other night. A seventeen-year- 
old boy was permitted to participate in a boxing con- 
test. He gota punch over the heart which developed 
an allment from which he subsequently died. The 
matching of boys of such immature age deserves to be 
condemned, and itis fortunate, perhaps, that it is not 
done more frequently. The proceeding can only be 
explained by the parsimonious greed of the promoters, 
who are too mean to pay capable men. All the casual- 
tles which have ever happened in connection with 
boxing may be traced to this cause. The unfortunates 
have invariably been inexperienced, Incapable, poorly 
trained men, who were willing to go on for a mere pit- 
tance. A hard fight between well-conditioned men 
never has resulted seriously, and never will if the 
proper pr: c.utiong are taken by an examining physi- 
cian to subject the men to a physical investigation. 
But the manager who pays $15 to two boys to go on

Peter Maher and “Gus” Rublin 
Both Punished Badly. 


REFEREE’S DECISION A DRAW

Hardest Heavyweight Fight Ever Held 
in This Country or Elsewhere. 


> 








Old-time followers of ring happenings who were 
presentat the Lenox Athietic Club In New York on 
Tuesday night, May 2, unite in saying that the twenty- 
round battle between Peter Maher and ‘‘Gus"’ Roblin 
was the greatest heavyweight figut of modern times. 
Although neither man won—Referee White declaring 
it a draw—both took a severe grueling and the question 
ot gameness need never again be considered in connec- 
tion with either of them. Rublin’s ability to take oun- 
ishment has long been asubject for serious considera- 
tion, and gameness is one quality that was not sup- 
posed to be mixed upin Maher's anxtomy, but those 
who entertained that opinion must do some hedging 
after seeing him go twenty rounds with one eye com. 
pletely closed and the other in not much better condi. 
tion, while any admirer of pluck and courage who 
would not deign to take off his hat to the Akron cham- 
pion Is more exacting than fair, 

It was the hardest twenty rounds of fighting ever 
seen between heavyweights. In tact, they fought so 
fast that the men occasionally stepped back, as it by 
mutual consent, fora breathing spell. At the end both 
fighters were battered Into such a state ax to remind 
the old-timers of the old London ring battles. Maher's 
righteye was closed and his left optic in close sym- 
pathy. Ruhlin had been bombarded unmercifully 
about the heart and bied profusely from the right eye, 
mouth and nose. 

Little betting was done, as the sports were chary of 
betting on either of the two men, one of which was 
supposed to be weak-hearted and the other susceptible 
toastiffpunch. Maher was quoted favorite at 100 to 
70 in what little betting there was. Both were prompt 
to enter the ring after the doubie-act affair by Gormley 
in the preliminaries, Ruhlin was hundled by “Blily” 
Madden, “Charlie” Goff and “Jack” O’Brien. Behind 
Maher were Peter Burns, Peter Lowery, “Spike” Sulli- 
vanand “Billy” Hennessey, 

They started in at a terrific pace. Rublin jumped at 
his man in a manner that astonished the Irishman, The 
latter scrapper recovered quickly from his surprise, 
and both mixed it flercely, Science was at a discount, 
what little cleverness there was being shown by Meher. 

‘Toward the end of the round Rublin was dropped 
with a stiff left-hander, and Maher's backers began to 
count their money, Ruhiln was up at the count of 
eight und kept away to the end of the round. Both went 
to their corners bruised and wabbling. 

Maher’s right eye was puffed and closing at this early 
stage, while the Akron man was gashed over the right 
eye. Any one iu the house was willing to bet two for. 
tunes that the contest would not go five rounds, 

The second round was vo leas furious, both men ham- 
mering away merrily with right and left; Ruhlin had 
the better of the round, In the third the same terrific 
pace was set. Ruhblin staggered Peter with a straight 
leftand a right swing on the jaw, but it only made 
Maher fight the harder, He rushed in tor general re- 
sults, and, getting home fair with bis right, bad Rublin 
going. The sound of the gong saved the Akron man. 

Maher had been able to reach Rubiin’s jaw in the 
earlier rounds, but now the latter fighter began to pro- 
tect his face with a high guard,and Peter had to shift 
his tactics, and began to play for the body. This he 
did with great success, He sent the Tight over the 
heart hard and often, but Rublin had felt that terrible 
righton the jaw and refused to uncover his face, 

The German took a decided lead In the tenth and 
backed Maher all over the ring, landing at will with 
right and left. Peter plainly was in distress and 
groaned with pain. He fought back desperately, and 
surprised his most atdent admirers with his ‘‘sand.” 

From the tenth round to the end Ruhlin was the 
aggressor, but never could reach the right spot. Not 
once coull he put his man down. Muher was by no 
mexuns idle. He countered hard and took his medicine 
like a true Irishman, , 

‘The last round was surpassed in its terocity only by 
the first. Referee White could not pick a winner, and 
called the contesta draw. Maher had done so much 
good work in the earlier rounds that he was entitled to 
this. 

A large crowd was present wiien the men entered the 
ring for the final bout. The preliminary was to have 
been ten rounds between ‘‘Bob”’ Gormley and “Jack” 
Lawson. Lawson was no match for Gormley, and it 
ended abruptly in the second round, Gormley putiing 
his opponent down and out. 

It was so easy for Gormley that he was ashamed to 
take the money, and agreed to take on anybody that 
the club could produce in order to earn his money. 
Harry Styles, a colored featherweight, was found ready 
and willing, and be and Gormley agreed to goon for 
six rounds, 

Styles was pounds lighter than his opponent, but 
managed to put up a good fight for three rounds, Early 
in the fourth he was put down by a stiff right-hander. 
The referee stopped the boutand gave the decision to 
Gormley. Thus did Gormiey perform the unusual 
feat, outside of amateur boxing; of putting two men 
down in one night.
